Winnipeg, Nov. 7.—Optimistic over 
the prospects of a huye increase in 
acreage throughout the prairie proy- 
inces, Hon. Robert Rogers, Dominion 
minister of public works left for Ot- 
tawa today. He had been in Winni- 
peg two weeks: engaged ‘in details 
concerning the purchase of grain for 
the imperial ‘government, arranging 
| detetls for.supplying seed grain in 
certain districts of the west, and 
looking after features of the second 
contingent. 

“Reports that I have received while 
in the west indicate that farmers 
have ‘all available acreage in grain 
next spring,’’ observed Mr. Rogers, 
just before his departure. ‘‘There 
was never a time in the history of 
western, Canada when :t was mote 
important than today that a hugo 
acreage be added, and I believe the 
farmers are alert to this fact. When 
| farmers from any cause, are unable 
to provide their own seed grain, the 
| government will see that no. acreage 
remains untilled on this account, 

“Canadian wheat may briny as 
much as $2 a& bushel next fall. Many 
experts think the price will approach 
that figure for Burope will produce 
little grain next year and must look 
chiefly to Canada and the States for 


the farm will’ bring an increased 


price next spring.
